El Paso, Tex., Dec. IO.—Accompan­ 
ied by the retreating federal army, 
refugees from Chihuahua continue to 
arrive at Ojinaga, the Mexican town 
opposite Presidio, Tex., and several 
hundred of them have crossed into 
Presidio. 
Many autos from Marfa, Tex., have 
begun moving them toward the rail­ 
road, but it will be many days before 
all can be transported. Meantime the 
accommodations at Presidio are very 
poor, owing to Its isolation from the 
railroad. No tents have been sent for 
the accommodation of the refugees, 
and while the staple articles of food 
are being distributed, many of the ref­ 
ugees are sick and in need of more 
delicate food than canned products. 
Many of the sick ones also are being 
made worse by lack of shelter. 
The federal troops are fortifying 
Ojinaga and making preparations to 
try to hold the town. 
They have set 
up the state capital at Ojinaga and 
Governor General Salvador Mercado 
will issue an edict declaring that Chi­ 
huahua is no longer the seat of the 
government for the state. He has re­ 
mained in personal command of the 
rear guard of the hegira, as the rebels 
have been harassing tile federals and 
their charges for several days past. 
It is said In Juarez that Villa’s reb­ 
els will attack the federals at Ojinaga 
just as soon as the refugees get over 
the line into Texas and out of danger 
of battle. 
Villa has named Sylvestro Terrazas. 
an editor at Chihuahua, as civil gover­ 
nor of the state. Villa has taken pos­ 
session of the state capitol building at 
Chihuahua and is showing no disposi­ 
tion to move south toward Mexico 
City, as he threatened to do, but it is 
pointed out by his lieutenants in Juar­ 
ez that he can make no such move 
until the Mercado column at Ojinaga 
has been disposed of.

The car was stopped and Dain fired 
from the vestibule window

auto 
dashed away to the north in

darkness, showing no lights. 
Bicyclemen Todd and Okey, who 
responded on an emergency call, us­ 
ing motorcycles from substation No, 
I, were able to track the car by the 
imprints of the rough tread tires un­ 
til paved streets were reached. 
Galls of “scab” at Dain preceded 
the shooting, and gave him the first 
intimation of the attack’.

The corn is rapidly getting 
drier as a result of the cold, and 
elevators are beginning to shell the 
grain. 
A much larger quantity is 
now coming to market.

However, all of the farmers do not 
agree exactly as to what that effect 
may be. 
Some think because the 
wheat was growing and very tender, 
that the cold has damaged it. Others 
think the cold is not severe enough 
to hurt the plant, but is just enough 
to harden it and prepare it for colder 
weather, should such weather come 
on the heels of the present spell. All 
of the farmers report that the crop of 
wheat is in excellent shape, saying 
that the warm 
weather 
gave the 
wheat just the chance to stool out 
that it needed.

The Southern Caterpillar is 
Invading the Northland 


A fern-destroying caterpillar, ac­ 
cording to the United States bureau 
of entomology, that comes from Flor­ 
ida has made its 
appearance in 
northern greenhouses, particularly in 
Indiana, Illinois, Ohio and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, having undoubted­ 
ly been introduced there in importa­ 
tions from Florida. 
The caterpillar has the habit of 
cut-worms, cutting or severing por­ 
tions of the fem plant and appar­ 
ently destroying more than it needs 
for food. 
As it is always warm in 
the greenhouse, where it works, the 
insect does damage in winter as well 
as in summer. It attacks the tender 
leaves especially the growing tips of 
young fronds, thus checking any at­ 
tempt of the plant to replenish its 
dying parts. 
The moth that lays the eggs from 
which this caterpillar is hatched is 
seldom seen by day. When aroused is 
usually flies down under the benches. 


Many moths 
are caught in spider 
webs in dark corners of the green­ 
houses. 
The 
color of 
the larvae 
varies from yellow or bright green 
to nearly black. 
Its length is about 
an inch and a half. 
The 
District 
of 
Columbia fern 
growers 
have 
experienced 
much 
trouble in treating this pest. Finally 
however, the insect has yielded 
to 
the method of hand picking, which 
although somewhat laborious, seems 
to be the most 
efficacious way 
of 
overcoming it. 
Another caterpillar that attacks 
rose bushes and young trees has been 
classified by government entomolo­ 
gists. 
Hand picking is advised to 
control the ravages of this insect in 
case its work has not been too ex­ 
tensive, precaution being taken to 
use a glove to avoid being stung. 
Bushes or trees may be sprayed with 
Paris green or arsenate of lead of 
there is no danger of poisoning hu­ 


man beings thereby, 
It is only within recent years thai 
this sluglike 
caterpillar 
has been 
knowm to injure roses. 
It has been 
also been remarked that the larvae 
feed on wild cherry, oak, chestnut, 
hickory, pawpaw, apple and

Written or prin ted 
mas,” “Best Wishes,” etc., may be in ­ 
closed in parcels, bu t n o other writ­ 
ten or prin ted commu n ication shou ld 
he placed therein ,'as this will su b­ 
ject Hie parcel to a higher rate of 
postage.

Sealed parcels are su bject 
to the first-class rate of postage.
